: The following is one of the best 
descriptions of this ‘race that. we have 
met'-with: It is from the: Pall “Mall 
Gaxette.-We have already: given one‘ 
account,’ as contained in a telegraphic 
summary to the American journals, but 
our: readers—the. nautical ones, at any 
rate—will not complain of thé reproduc-

: The race is now over,:and our prophecy | 
of. its feativres and result might have served 
equally for history,, Oxford: started .and: 
rdwed :throughout on. the - principle that 
they had to go from Putney to Mortlake 
and: that Hammersmith was not on this 
occasion: their winniig. point. Harvard, 
like ‘their. Cambridge namesakes of :the 
Cam, seemed: to ‘think more of a lead than

The intense heat of-tha day. deterred 
either crew from taking & preliminary 
morning paddle ; éach hed a short breather 
half an hour before‘the race, which was ck.

to start. It‘was 6.15 before they reached 
stations, and the tide,.a neap at the best, 
was weak and failing before they got away.

Vé have seen three out of the Oxonian’s 
four row forty-four a minute, strong and 
long’ and- victoriously, over the Henley 
course, and: doubt not that they would 
have done the game, if required, at’ Putney ; 
but they wisely. practised as they meant to 
race, aid cid not forget that they had ‘to 
go from “Putney to Mortlake—not- to the 
Crab ‘Tree: When for a short minute they 
really wanted ‘pace to clear and cross Har- 
vard at Chiswick, they seemed to have 
conipletely the tura of speed, nor’ was it 
that Uarvard were then exhausted ;. for at, 
no other point did they loge ground with 
such trange rapidity. 

The atyle of the Americans we have criti- 
cised: before, “It is not, in our opinion, the 
best calculated to propel a boat; so the 
Harvardians found, for they had to’ row 
some severity strokes’ more in the race than 
Oxford'to reach Chiswick Eyot at the same 
time. Their training ‘waa peculiar: much 
vege‘able and little animal‘ food, At this 


‘we do not cavil ; no doubt they bést know 


their own systems and constitutions, . Be it 
as it. may, they must have been in good 
¢ ndition, and were of wondrous endurance 
to-maintain their quick stroké at such a 
length of reach (for they did not row short) 
fur'ad many minutes as they-did, And 
with this atyle forty-five a minute entails 
more exertion than a similar number rowed 
in: Oxonian stylo ; for in the former the 
palpable “hang ” of the chest entails: luss 
of time, and still greater strains to recover 
the bndy-in ‘time for the-ensuing stroke. 

In. this “hang;”-and in this want of 
“catch,” lay their ‘defeat ;. for, though 
rather the lighter,. they were older and 
more.set than the Oxonians, aud displayed; 
under the circimstances of their style, an 
endurance which astonished all rowing men. 
To have. beaten such as these, men: whose 
pluck could carry them 8,000: miles tu 
measure oars’ with an English ‘auiversity,
